I  guarantee  all  bulbs  shipped  by  me  to  be  true  to  name, 
sound  and  healthy  and  in  good  growing  condition.  All  that 
do  not  come  true  to  name  will  be  replaced.  I  cannot 
guarantee  growth  or  crop  as  the  planting  and  cultivation 
is  beyond  my  jurisdiction. 

If  bulbs  are  not  satisfactory  when  received,  on  above 
terms,  they  are  to  be  returned  in  good  condition  at  once 
without  mixing,  and  your  money  will  be  refunded.

All  bulbs  and  plants  are  sold  CASH  with  order.  Twenty- 
five  per  cent  deposit  will  hold  bulbs  till  April  1  when 
they  will  be  shipped  C.  O.  D.  for  balance  and  C.  O.  D. 
Charges. 

All  bulbs  are  shipped  prepaid  anywhere  in  the  United 
States  either  by  mail  or  express.  NO  ORDER  WILL  BE 
FILLED  FOR  LESS  THAN  $1.00.  The  cost  of  packing 
and  mailing  such  orders  amounts  to  more  than  the  value 
of  the  bulbs.

FOR  SALE  AT  THE  GARDEN 

I  will  have  for  sale  at  the  Garden  many  plants  and 
flowers  as  usual.  Tulips  will  be  in  bloom  around  the  last 
week  in  May.  Iris  will  be  in  bloom  in  June,  Lilies  in  July 
and  Glads  a  little  later. 

You  will  be  cordially  welcomed  at  the  Gardens  at  any 
time  throughout  the  year.  Would  rather  you  would  come 
some  other  day  than  Sunday  if  possible,  as  my  wife  likes 
to  go  to  church,  and  as  she  can’t  drive  the  car,  I  have 
to  go  along  as  chauffeur.  I  don’t  object  either. 
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ABOUT  QUALITY 

My  bulbs  were  all  grown  last  year  on  new  sandy  loam 
where  Gladiolus  had  never  been  grown  before.  Bulbs 
were  soaked  in  a  Mercury  solution  before  planting  using 
this  formula:  1  ounce  corrosive  sublimate  dissolved  in 
30  quarts  of  water  to  which  had  been  added  10  ounces 
muriatic  acid  to  help  dissolve  the  corrosive  sublimate. 
They  were  soaked  seven  hours  in  this  solution. 

I  used  no  fertilizer  of  any  kind  on  the  large  bulbs,  and 
only  a  small  amount  of  sheep  manure  and  bone  meal  on 
the  bulblets  to  give  them  a  good  growth  the  first  year. 
Consequently  my  bulbs  this  year  are  hard  as  nuts  and  full 
of  vigor  ready  to  bloom  for  you  when  planted  this  summer. 


NEW  LOCATION 

I  am  at  my  new  location  “Gladhaven,”  just  one  mile 
north  of  the  Main  Street  Post  Office  on  the  cement  road  to 
Plymouth  and  the  White  Mountains. 


ORDER  EARLY 

Every  year  I  run  short  on  some  kinds  and  have  to  return 
the  order.  To  save  disappointment,  order  early  and  bulbs 
will  be  shipped  as  soon  as  weather  permits.  If  wanted 
earlier  than  April  1,  please  state  it  on  the  order. 


MIXTURES 

I  offer  only  one  mixture  this  year  and  that  is  better  than 
I  have  ever  sold  before.  Try  as  hard  as  we  can,  tags  Will 
get  lost,  bulbs  tipped  over  and  spilled  and  these  all  have 
to  go  as  “mixed  bulbs,”  though  many  are  much  higher 
in  price  than  what  I  sell  them  for  when  mixed.  There 
are  probably  over  50  varieties  in  GLADHAVEN  MIXTURE 
this  year.  You  will  be  astonished  at  the  wonderful  large 
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blooms  and  beautiful  colors  you  will  be  able  to  get  from  a 
lot  of  100  bulbs.
